The yetrous
portion of the skull s the hardest bons in the
human budy, and the prosecution’s theory is
both thnt a powerfol rifle wias necesanty
to throw the ball whieh shattered it nnd that
the resistatice offered by this dense sulstanes
sooonnts for the wastnens from the 220 grains of
the 44 ball, which fita the rifla fonnd in the old
well, to the 150 gralos of the bali which was
takon from Mra, Billings's hend, Consequently
Mr. Moak, the leader of the prosecution. did
not accapt guivtly the teatimony of n witness
ealind by him, who doclared that he be-
llevod that the position of the hole of
entry In  the Dillings ekull had besn
